One of my good gardening friends 
had a difficult choice to make last 
summer. 

He had a lo%'ely garden, with rich, 
well-worked loam soil, and a collec¬ 
tion of perennial plants and rare and 
beautiful flowering shrubs which was 
the envy of all his neighbours. The 
house, however, was poorly designed, 
and with his growing family. Its lay¬ 
out was so Inconvenient as to to 
exasperating. 


radishes. Andy lias managed to 
scrounge cuttings of several named 
varieties. Including Loddon and Gial- 
lagh Gold, and seeds of Sancti Johan- 
nis, all of which bear rich golden 
flowers throughout July and August. 
While these plants grow two to three 
feet high, they are related to the 
prostrate Chamomile, once used for 
lawns, and the leaves give off the 
same aromatic fragranoe when 
crushed. 


His first choice want to the HnH- 
anth^ums or Sun Roaes. those 
ahnibby little evergrsena which 
thrive in a hot. dry situation. These 
plants smother themselves for the 
best part of the summer with the 
most gorgeous colored blooms, and 
Andy has acquire ‘ a collection of 
named variMles which Includes a lot 
of my own favorites, such as Mrs. 
C. W. Earle, double crimson; The 
Bnde, white htossoma with a golden 
heart and attractive silver foliage: 
Ben Atnick, gold with an orange 
centre, and Rhodanthe cameum, a 
delicate pink variety. 

Another rather uncommon plant 
he has acquired la EtxMlIum gullalum 
or Heron's •Bill, first cousin to the 
wild geranium. The flowers are white 
with a distinctive black blotch and 
most attractive to the bees, while the 
‘Mthery foliage is a pure delight. 

Anthemi.s do extremely well on 
puor. gravelly sod. and these golden 
daisies are as easy to grow as

Thrift is another plant which 
seems to perform toller on meagre, 
gravelly fare than in rich loam, bear¬ 
ing clover like flowers In pink, while 
and 'crimaon. 

Andy’s choice of shrubs fat moat 
interesting, too. Cone are the rhodo¬ 
dendrons and camellias and magno 
Has of his old gartirn. and he has 
planted such unu.sual subjects as 
Russian .Sandthpm, Buffalo Berry, 
Russian Olive. False Indigo. Cinque¬ 
foil and the single-flowered Prunus 
triloba. 


Last summer Andy was offered 
an exceptionally good buy on a house 
which had evriything he and his wife 
wanted—except a garden. Oh, the lot 
was big enough, but It was a torren, 
stony waste, strith a soil more fitted 
(or mixing into concrete than (or the 
growing of plants. It Just about broke 
Andy’s hMrt to leave his lovely gar¬ 
den (or this stony adlderness, but 
the claims of the house won out, and 
he moved in.
